If this impression is 
correct. and there is the highest and 
most conservatiys authority on which 
to base it. it is not unlikely that Japan’s 
hands may be forced and that her in- 
tended coup will be attempted before her 
‘plans are completed. . 

It may be that Japan only meditates for 
the present a demonstration to prevent 
Russia from accomplishing her designs 
which various correspond®tnts have cred- 
ited her with since the change in China’s 
emperor. Two powerful war vessels built 
for Japan on the Clyde will soon be ready 
to sail, while others are in course of 
rapid construction. .Their strength has 
not attracted much attention, but their 
importance as international factors can 
be judged from a statement made to a 
representative of the Associated Press 
by one of England's greatest shipbuilders, 
t,ho declared the vessels building for Ja- 
pan were the most powerful in the world 
and could destroy the best British ships 
in fifteen minutes. Several of Japan's 
vessels in course of construction would 
have been completed before now had 
not Japan encountered financial difficul- 
ties. The British bullders would not 
let the vessels sail until everything was 
paid for in cash. To accomplish this 
Japan induced a syndicate of English 
bankers to advance the money and their 
action has been the subject of a good 
deal of private criticism in the inner ad- 
miralty circles, when it was realized 
what tremendous naval power Japan was 
accumulating, and, though Great Brit- 
ain’s strength was not impaired, it was 
thought inadvisable for British capitalists 
to so materially assist Japan to become 
a dangerous rival. 

A well known naval expert tells a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press that 
if Japan puts in commission the 
scheduled for service in the near future 
she will be ready for war within six 
months and then can defy Russia, and, 
as the Japanese and Russian ships at 
present in the far east compare, Japan’s

Washington, January 27.—The senate 


| committee on Porta Rico has decided, so 


far as it can decide, that the islang ghal! 
be known ag Porto Rico, and not as 
Puerto Rico, ag fixed by a recent execu- 
tive order. At a meeting of the com- 
mittee today in connection with the For- 
aker bill. providing a form of govern-- 
ment for the island, the spelling of the 
name was unanimously decided upon. 

The committee went over the bill fn 
detail, deciding upon many changes in 
phraseology and some alterations in the 
general provision of the measure. Prob- 
ably one of the most important changes 
was to strike out the word ‘“constitu- 
tion” wherever it appeared in the orig- 
inal print of the bill, which extended 
the provisions of the constitution as 
well as the laws of the United States 
The change was made be- 
eause of the opinion generally expressed 
by the members of the committee ‘that 
our constitution is not suited to the Porto 
Rico people. The opinion was also quite 
general that the extension of the consti- 
tution was not necessary. Some of the 
SeRators expressed the opinion that the 
natives of the island were not yet pre- 
pared for jury trials. 

Another important amendment provides 
for the retirement of Porto Rico coins 
and substitutes ‘for them the coin of the 
The gecretary of the 
treasury fis authorized to redeem the 
coin Known as the peso and all other sil- 
ver and copper Porto Rican coins now in 
Circulation at the present rate of W 
cents in the money of the United States 
for one peso, this rate to be applied’in 
the exchange of all other coins. No coins 
but those of the United States are to 
be legal. tender in Porto Rico for more 
than- three months after the passage of 
this act. Another provision authorizes 
the president t@ appoint an officer of the 
army to be governor of the island, not- 
withstanding any present laws to the 
contrary, but the appointment of such 
officer is made optional] with the prest- 
dent. All laws enacted by ‘the Porto 
Rican legislature are to be reported to 
congress, which reserves the right to 
annul them if considered necessary. The 
provisions of the bill relating to the 
questions of the tariff, the federal courts | 
the internal revenue and a delegate in 
the congress of the United States were 
passed over until. a full attendance of 
members of the committee could be se- 
cured, one or two of the members be- 
ing absent during a greater part of the 
day. 

There was, however, more or less dis- 
cussion of the provisions relating to all 
these subjects, and especially to’ that 
giving free trade to the island with the 
United States proper. The concensug of 
opinion of the members seemed to be 
favorable to a slight duty, amounting to 
2 or 30 per cent on articles imported 
into the United States from other coun- 
tries. It was decided to”“a@mend the pro- 
vision relating to a congressional dele- 
gate so as to require that if provision is 
left in the bill the the delégate shall 
read and write the English language. 

The provision for the election of mem- 
bers of the lower house of the Porto 
legislature was left unchanged, 
an amendment suggested by Senator 
Fairbanks aibolishing the legislature 
and putting the government® entirely in 
the hands of a council to be appointed 
by the president of the United States, 
this council to consist of twelve members 
and only five of them to be residents of 
the -island. :

Serious Division

Principal Point Is Free Trade for 
Sages: 22, 


THERE IS NECESSITY FOR EARLY ACTION 


In Forming a Government for Our 
New Possessions—Some Repub- 
licans with ’ President.

Washington, January 27.—(Special.)—The 
possibility of the necessary legislation for 
Porto Rico causing a sérious division in 


republican ranks is being seriously dis- . 


cussed at the capitol. The discussion goes 
so far as to take into account the possi- 


ility of the question entering actively 


into the next national campaign, 

Just now the most active element en- 
gaged in fomenting division in republican 
ranks is that representing the extreme 
protective wing of the republican party 
andthe principal point of attack is the 
free trade which would let in Porto 
Rican sugars without duty. Not only are 
the sugar people most aggressive in as- 
serting what they deem to be their rights 
and demanding import duties upon sugar, 
but they have strong support -from 
other protection sources. where it is 
pointed out that the whole structure of 
high protection ig endangered by this in- 
novation, 

Other serious obstacles have arisen in 
the consideration of tnis question of Por- 
to Rican legislation by congress and while 
no distinct divisions have manifested 
themselves in the hearings of the com- 
mittees, the fact that such divisions will 
arise is generally conceded, 

Necessity for Prompt Action 

The necessity of prompt action in the 
formation of some sort of government 
for the people of this island, concerning 
whose possession there is no dispute, is 
manifest to the administration leaders. 
Just as soon as the currency bill is dis- 
posed of the question will come before the 
senate and in the meantime the com- 
mittees of both houses of congress are 
at work in earnest. The announcement 
that a commission composed of prominent 
residents of the island is on itS Way to 
Washington to lay before the officials 
of the government the crying need for 
relief has had a tendency to force the 
Porto Rican question to the front, but 
no such action was necessary to bring 
the administration ieaders to a realiza- 
tion of the immediate need of some sort 
of government to take the place of the 
military rule. The reports from the mil- 
itary commanders have kept ithe president 
and his advisers fully informed of the 
status in Porto (Rica. and from the first 
it was determined that nothing in the 
way of legislation but the administration 
currency jbill should be allowed right of 
way ahead of legislation for Porto Rico. 

The senate committee of which Senator 
Foraker is chairman concluded its con- 
sultation with General Davis today. 
Other witnesses are to be heard by the 
committee before any feature of its leg- 
islation is formally determined upon, but 
things have proceeded enough to develop 
at least two possible stumbling blocks. 
One of these is the tariff question and 
the other is the measure of representation 
in the new government which it is safe 
to accord the inhabitants of the island. 

Differ with the President. 

On. itthis latter point, there has de- 
veloped a difference of opinion between 
President McKinley and some of the lead- 
ing members of the senate and house com- 
mittees. Both Mr.: Foraker and Mr. 
Cooper, of Wisconsin, who is chairman 
of the house eccmmittee, believe in giving 
to the people of Perto Rico the largest 
possible representation in their own gov- 
ernment and that without delay, The 
president, on the other hand, is’ inclined 
to believe that the people have not yet 
attained the stage when it would be feas- 
ible to place in their hands the election 
of members of their general assembly, 
as is the propesition in the Foraker and 
Cooper bills. 

Those who favor popular election of 
the members of the assembly contend 
that there,cah be no possible danger in 
according 40 the people this measure of 
self-government, especially as the gov- 
ernor appointed by the president would 
have the right of veto and the acts of 
the assembly would have to pass in re- 
view before the governor and his execu- 
tive council. They argue that if the 
people are ever to be given a hand in 
their own government, now is the time 
for the beginning to be made. 

It is, of course, a matter of opinion as 
to whether the people possess the qualifi- 
cations for this degree of self-govern- 
ment or not. President McKinley and 
those who think with him incline to the 
belHef that they do not possess these qual- 
ifications at the present time and that, 
therefore, it will be better to withhold 
the suggested powers from them until 
such time itn the near future when, in 
the opinion of the representatives of the 
government, they shall have attained to 
a higher state. 

General Davis’s Change of Front. 

General Davis is one of those who 
holds to the latter view. In his state- 
ment to the senate committee, in the 
course of which he went into details con- 
cerning the conditions in the jsiand, he 
expressed the opinion that dhe people 
have not yet reached the stage when it 
would be advisable to give them any hand 
in the actua] management of the affairs 
of the island. In a report sent from 
Porto Rico, however, General Davis took 
the contrary view. Some of those who 
differ with him are inclined to believe 
that this.change on his part came about 
after he reached Washington, but it is 
a fact that before he left Porto Rico he 
cabled to have his report withheld, as 
he desired to make some changes in it. 
Whether it was this-feature that was 
changed is not “altogether clear. 

Members of the senate committee stated 
today that the committees’s work has 
mot reached a stage when this division 
has developed. The committee has not 
yet reached a discussion of the different

ceded. 

The Sugar Men. 

Mr. H. T. Oxnard, who is much in 
‘Washington looKing after sugar interests, 
said today that the representatives of 
the sugar planters would do everything 
in their power to prevent the proposed 
action with regard to free trade between 
the mainland and this new island pos- 
session. 

“To admit sugar free of duty,” satd 
he in.discussing the matter at the capitol 
today, “would be a severe blow at the 
sugar interests of this country. We are 
doing the best we know how to impress 
upon repubiicans the fact that such a 
position on their part-is an abandonment 
of their tariff principles, and we believe 
that the arguments being advanced on 
that line are having weight.’’ 

“Do you see any signs of division 
among republicans on this question?’ I 
asked 

“All I care to say about that,” said 
he, “is that there aregstrong influences 
at work to prevent republican leaders 
placing themselves on record as free 
traders to the extent that such action 
on their part would place them, and from 
expressions which I hear 1 think it safe 
to say that the arguments are likely to 
prove effective.”’ 

The Cost Involved. 

TI find that in the minds of senators 
the question of: the cost involved in the 
support of the government of Porto Rico 
is cutting considerable figure tn connec- 
tion with the talk about the tariff sched- 
uies. The fact is presented that if the 
products of Porto Rico are made to con- 
tribute nothing toward the support of the 
government through import tariff duties 
it wil] cost us something in the neighbor- 
hood of $3,000,000 a year to keep the island, 
This must come in the shape of a direct 
appropriation annually. While those who 
take a broader view contend that it is# 
easy to see that the strategic value of 
the: island more than offsets this annual 
expense, republican politicians, or some 
of them, are inclined to believe that this 
annual outiay without any apparent re- 
turn benefit might prove a club which 
their political enemies could wield with 
more or less disastrous effects. They are 
urging the necessity of contriving some 
method by which the island may be made 
to appear self-sustaining. 

The majority of sentiment in congress 
and among the republicans seems to be 
that the only possible solution of the tariff 
question will be found in the importation 
of Porto Rican products free of duty. 
This, they argue, is the on!y passible way 
to do justice to the inhabitants of the 
island, furnishing them markets to take 
the place of those practically destroyed 
by American annexation. 


NUNEZ NOW HAS FULL POWER. 


Wood’s Order Places Civil Governor 
in Complete Control. 
Havana, January 27.—The Diseussion 
says the order of Governor General Wood 
instructing military commanders not to 
interfere in the functfons of civil ‘au- 
thorities except ‘in extreme cases, yvir- 
tually gives General Emilio Nunez. the 
civil governor of Havana, and not Gen- 
eral Ludlow, the military governor, power 

on the matter of budget. 

General Nunez says the matter of the 
budget is only one instance of what will 
result from his undefined prerogative. If 
General Ludlow-be empowered to use 
his own discretion as to whether or not 
he shall attend to certain matters him- 
self, the position. of General Nunez as 
civil governor, it is asserted, wil] become 
farcial.

The Final Hearing, if One Is To Be 
Demanded by Charlton, Will Be

Thomas J. Peck, of Ware county. ap- 
pointed last spring to return a true sur- 
vey of the boundary line between Charl- 
ton and Wayne counties in southern Geor- 
gia, has rendered his official report to the 
secretary of state. Under this survey 
the county of Charlton loses possession 
of %,000 acres of land wh‘ch have been 
in the nominal possess'on of the county 
since 1820. the land reverting to Wayne 
county. where. according to the official 
surveyor, it rightly belongs. 

The war which has existed between the 
two counties for nearly a quarter of ‘a 
century on account of the dispute over 
-this immense tract. is not over. The sec- 


_retary of state is made by law the final 


arbiter of such disputes, and it is prac- 
tically certain that within the next thir-

Our readers will observe that cot- 
ton has touched eight cents in New 
York for the first tfme since 1897.

Against a Candidate. 


Jacksonville. Fla., January 26.—(Special.) 
Hon. Frank Cia.k, a prominent lawyer 
of this city, who is in the race for a 


Congressman Bob Davis, has got himseif 
into a serious predicament by dispieasing 
the Florida division of the United Socie- 
ty of the Daughters of the Confederacy 
relative to the passage in the last session 
of the Florida) legisiature of a bill provid- 
ing for a monument to the confederate 
and union dead at Olustee, in Lake coun- 
ty. The entire state division of the society 
wiil oppose the candidacy of Mr. Clark, 
and he will have to run a handicap race 
against the fleet-footeqd Bob Davis. To 
make a short story out of many details it 
is only necessary tO say that the bill for 
the Olustee monument Was prepared and 
submitted to the legislature by the state 
division of the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy. The bill proposed the erection of 
a suitabie monument to the memory ot 
the confederate dead at Olustee, and the 
words ‘‘and union’’ were inserted in the 
bill after the word ‘‘confederate,’ mak- 
ing the monument to both the confederate 
and union dead. The change in the bill 
was made by Mr. L’Engie, chairman of 
the Duval county legisiative delegation, 
and Mr. Clark sanctioned the action and 
voted for its passage. 

The matter was discussed by the state 
division of the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy at the annual meeting last week in 
this city, and the members were h'ghly 
indignant at the change in the bill, and 
adopted a resolution demanding that the 
bill be repealed. The Daughters of the 
Confederacy said that the union dead at 
Olustee were negroes and that they did 
not care to divide honors .niended fcr the 
confederate dead With negro dead of the 
union army. ‘‘If,’’ said a representative 
member, ‘‘the union dead had been white 
men it is possible that we would rave re- 
membered them in the bill, but as they 
were negroes, and We ignored .hem in the 
bill, we consider the change made by the 
legislature as worthy of our highest in- 
dignation.”’ 

Mr. Clark thereupon puwhblished a card 
in the local papers stating that he con- 
sidered the change fn the bill all righ’ 
and admitted :hat he Was one of those 
who had charge of it in the legislature. He 
disagreed with the Daughters of the Con- 


federacy about the latter’s view of 
change in the bill and seemed to 
that the dead negroes ut Olustee 
as deserving of a monument from 
the loving hearts and willing hands of the 
society as were the confederates. 

Mr. Clarks card will do him considera- 
ble harm, because it created a feeling of 
high indignation against him in the ertire 
Florida division of the society, and itt is 
pretty certain that his chances of beating 
Bob Davis for congress are being weighed 
in the balance by the society and thev 
will find him ‘‘wanting.’’ 

Frank Clark is a Georgia boy and his 
ambitious record in the last session of ithe 
Florida legislature made him a con- 
spicuous figure. He presented numerous

It was Leonora Jackson who answered 
fo her own conundrum, ‘‘Wiat the 
largest room in the world?” ‘*the room for 
improvement.’’

In May of last year The London Musi- 
cal Courier produced a front page photo- 
graph of Mr. Van Hoose with a sketch 
of his career and numerous enthusiastic 
press comments on his work in the Melba 
Opera Company, the engagement in 
which organization followed his first ap- 
pearance when he sang ‘‘Lohengrin’s Nar- 
ration’ in a promenade concert.

There are Johnson, Gar- 
rick, Burke, Boswell, the Jessamy bride 
and a number of other lesser lights of 
the period who made the coffee houses 
of London thelr rendezvous and whose 
brilliant achievements have shed a per- 
manent luster over English literature for 
all time.

They were regarded in much the 
same light as actors were at that time.

In (hi- 
cago, where a lengthy engagement was 
played, the critics were unusually liberal 
in their praise—a fact which is signifi- 
eant, in that the dramatic writers of 
that city are fully as discriminating as 
the New York critics.

» Sermon Recently Delivered by Rev. 


B. B. Thomas, of Jackson, Tenn. 
Rey. B. B. Thomas, pastor of the Meth- 
Odist church of Jackson, Tenn.. recently 
preached a sermon on ‘“‘Covetousness,’’

That may ibe so in A 
world.v sense, but the dead lion costs the 
most money, I was just reading an item- 
ized statement of how much it cost to 
bury Senator Morrill. “Of course he was 
Huried at the £overnment expense, but it 
seems to me he could have been put away 
‘for less money. The sum total] foots up 
$3,442. The casket cost $400, cedar ship- 
ping case $9, embalming $60, carriages 

8, special train from Washington to 
Springfield $782, Springfield to Montpelier 
$117, fares for attendants from Troy to 
Washington $347, Pullman cars $300, com- 
missaries $78. 

These are the largest items. There {s a 
pace full of smaller ones. Then ‘there is 
decoration of the senate chamber $100 
and crape and gloves and regalia -and 
flowers $280), advertising programme $113, 
music $4, etc. But the largest item is 
$5,000, a year’s salary after he died.

The truth is that a common man 
who barely supports his family and is 
struggling along to educate his children 
can't afford to die, for the funeral ex- 
penses take all he has left and leaves 
the family penniless. Poor Tom Brumby 
had no wife or children, but for veafrs 
had been supporting a poor old mother 
and educating an orphan niece. He had 
when he died $700 in bank and it took 
that—the last dollar—to bury him. I 
imagine that if he could have spoken In 
his last moments he would have said: 
“Give it to mother. Oh! give it to my 
mother. A $40 casket will do me mo 
good.”” The very last ‘etter that he 
wrote her from Manila said: “If I do not 
live to get back there are $700 in bank for 
you.” 

Well, maybe congress will grant the old 
lady a pension. Maybe so, but I reckon 
she will die before she gets it, and as for 
that prize mone I see that the govern- 
ment fighting it, and that means its 
non-payment. Dewey's victory is an old 
song now. I wonder if they wou:d bury 
him at public expense, 

It seems to me that the cost of 
funerals should be proportioned to the 
condition of the fami.y. As for me, I 
feel like a metal casket that would keep 
out the water and the worms and a plain 
marble tombstone would be enough. No 
monument and put a line of epitaph, 
Some grass and flowers that my un- 
chained spirit wouid like to when ft 
hovers over the place where its prison- 
house was buried. Neglected graves are 
a sign of inhumanity.

The other day 
I dropped a quarter in the tin cup of a 
Poor old woman who was crouched on 
the sidewlak of Marietta, street, and her 
look of thankfulness pald me. The win- 
ter wind was blowing and the paving 
stones were cold, but she sat there and 
Watched for charity. She was old and

woman or @rphan children. Heiping 
them not only with money. but with hope 
and good cheer, lifting them up out of 
despair and planting them on a good 
foundation. He has befriended hundreds 
in this quiet, unostentatious way and it 
is not blazoned to the workd nor heralded 
in the press dispatches. What he has 
done is now his greatest comfort in his 
declining years, for he has without ex- 
ception tHe love and gratitude and loy- 
altyof them all. Thereis no System to his 
Charities for every case stands for itself. 
I Knew him on one occasion to send a 
check to a poor young girl. with Which to 
purchase her wedding apparel, the dearest 
thing on eagth to a Yride. for all her 
earnings had been expended in support 
of a widowed mother and some small 
children, Well, that was thoughtful and 
generous, but who else would have done 
it? I wish that I was rich so that I 
could do as they say the good Prince 
Rupert did—go around in disguise and 
find out who were needy and deserving 
and help them in secret. I would take 
note of the poor girls who helped their 
mothers and the young men who wrote 
kind, loving letters home and I would 


} set them up and make them happy. Yes,

like Carnegie and Rockefeller, too, 
though they dont see through my 
spectacles. It is hard for a millionaire 
to realize that the money is not his—that 
he is only a trustee with the privilege 
of using it forthe good of his fellow creat- 
ures.

‘Tet us have order,’ sayeth the judge, 
and a tap of the sheriff's club reminds 
the audience that a club is on hand and 
that club controls. Under the _ simple 
faiths of the olden times the great God 
of us all had something to do with the 
shaping of things. These old faiths and 
these old manners passed and with their 
passing went all idea that moral suasion 
had any power to control and put upon

All the boys and girls who are old

enough to read The Junior will remember 
the big Cotton States and International 
exposition in 1895, and the chimes that 
used to sound all over the grounds from 
the top of the tower in which the thirteen 
bells were hung. Those of you who were 
attending school then will remember, too 
the effort that was made. at the sugges- 
tion. of Mrs. W. L. Peel, to keep the 
chimes in Atalnta as a memorial of this 
sreat exposition which so far softened the 
bitter feelings that still existed between 
the people of the north and the south. 

It was the idea of Mrs. Peel, who was 
chairman of the colonial committee of the 
exposiiion tmat each one of the thirteen 


States represented in this com nittee 
shouid have one of ihe thirteen bells 


named for it. With this purpose in view 
the ladies composing the colonial commit- 


tee were urged to arouse in thair own 
States interest in the movement, whose 


object was to build a handsome monument 
to the event that was practically the 
death of sectionalism. 

It was thought appropriate to enlist the 
aid of the children to insure the success 
of the enterprise, because young peop-e 
are understood to be the best workers in 
Patriotic as well as charitable movements 
when once they recognize a good reason 
for their efforts. The students of schoo's 
in the thirteen states represented in the 
colonial committee were to be asked tou 
contribute offerings for the ereccion cf 
this monument, the fund to be collected 
at the celebration of Washington’s birth- 
day, and the chimes tu be Known as tne 
“Children’s Chimes.’ 

A mass meeting of the school children 
of Atlanta was held in a large auditorium 
on Washington's birthday, 1%96, and a pro- 
Sramme ot speeches and singing was 
followed by the presentation of a prize 
to the schooi that collected the largest 
number of dimes. This was a large por- 
trait of Washington, the gift of Mrs. 
Peel. Quite a neat sum of money was 
raised, but when it was found too difficult

New York Sun: Chief Inspector of Police 
Ikigami Shiro, of Hiogo Ken, Japan, takes a 
fatherly as well as a disciplinary interest in 
the foree under his command. He wishes the 
men to win the respect of foreigners by con- 
forming to the strangers’ ideas where cir- 
cumstances permit, He has given inetructions 
to the commanding officers of stations on the 


subject and some of them have been trang- 
lated into English. : 
The chief inspector teHs his officers and 
men that they should not make calls on @ 


foreigner in the early morning, at meal times 
late at night if they can help it. “At any 
rate, they should pay good attention to their 
clothing prior to the call, and they should 
never call out for admittance to a house, but 
should use the bell and gong provided, or, if 
there is neither, then knock with their fin- 
gers, and before entering the house they are 
enjoined to clean their boots. They must

Perhaps it is commonplace to say that 
one of ‘tthe most colossal figures in the 
literature of the Victorian era has passed 
away in the death of John Ruskin, but 
when the mind is surcharged with grief 
it singles out tho:sg figures which are 
most convenient without waiting to invent 
new ones. Men of Ruskin’s intellectual 
build are not produced in every genera- 
tion. They come at remote intervals 
apart; they form the landmarks which 
distinguish the centuries from each oth- 
er, and they never wholly cease to domi- 
nate the world’s thought. When the por- 
tals of the grave close upon them oceans 
are wiped out and continents are brought 
together in the universal sense of bereave- 
ment which follows; and humanity’s voice 
breaks forth in lamentation. Hence it is 
that on both sides of the-water profound 
sorrow is felt in the sad event which oc- 
curred at Brantwood on last Saturday; 
though more than four score years had 
sifted the almond tree’s dust upon the 
bowed head of the grand old art critic, 
and nearly twenty years had elapsed since 
aught had come from his pen. So far as 
his ceasing to write is, concerned Ruski. 
disappeared from the ranks of the world’s 
great writers nearly two decades ago 
when his peerless intellect, reeling under 
the weight of accumulated sorrows, sank 
into eclipse, but in force of influence his 
individuality has steadily continued to as- 
seri itesif regardless of the gloom which 
enveloped his last days, nor will it cease 
to make itself felt while the centuries 
come and go. If Ruskin possessed great 
powers of intellect, he also possessed great 
powers of soul, Otherwise he could never 
have reached the high altitudes of achieve- 
ment which he scaled with his pen in the 
realm of letters. Great as were his pow- 
ers of intellect they are not sufficient to 
explain the mastery which his books to- 
day exercise over his fellowmen any 
more than are mere combinations of color 
sufficient to explain that subtle qua.. 
of fragrance which enables the flower to 
hold the senses captive in delightful 
thralldom. Great powers of sou] combined 
with great powers of intellect alone can 
account for the charm which pervades 
“Sesame and Lilies,” ‘Ethics of the 
Dust,” ‘‘Seven Lamps of Architecture,’”’ 
‘Stones of Venice’ and other works of 
like character which have placed Ruskin 
at the head of nineteenth century art 
critics. Like Sir Galahad, his strength 
was multiplied tenfold 

“Because his heart was pure.” 


Lofty ideals filled his mind and 
dominated his life. Though he was 
dowered with princely gifts, he 
dedicated himself to ‘the well being 


cf his fellow men and sought to exalt 
humanity into higher reacnes of life and 
purpose. He despised whatever was base 
or mean, and self-denial he practiced 
even to the extent of relinquishing to 
another the most cherished object of his 
In his criticisms of 


earthly affections. 

art he laid down the same principles 
which he stressed in his criticisms of 
human conduct. He contended that 


shams and makeshifts were no more to. 


be tolerated in art than they were in 


“morals: and, planting himself with secure 


toot upon tthe relics of bygone ages, he 
showed conclusively that the monuments 
Which had stood the test of time with 
unbroken solidity and strength were those 
which embodied the principles of integrity 
in art and obeyed the laws which God 
had promulgated for the government of 
the universe. Below we furnish some 
brief biographical data which may _ be 
of some interest to our readers in con- 
nection with this ‘hastily written appre- 
Cilation of Ruskin’s career, 

Ruskin was born in London on Feb- 
ruary § 1819. He was the only son of 
one of the most successful wine mer- 
chamts of the metropolis, and his father 
being of Scotch ancestry, reared him ac- 
cording to striet and careful methods. 
He was educated by private tutors, and 
then studied at Christ Church college, 
from which he graduated at the age of 
twenty-three, having gained the Newdi- 
gate prize for English poetry. 

In 1843 appeared the first volume of his 
“Modern Paintets,” Which was really @ 
defense of Turner. He was denounced 
by the critics in tne sharpest language, 
but soon the world began to study Tur- 
her, and when three years later another 
Volume of his work was published the 
great sun of Ruskin’s genius began to 
be recognized. Startling as his criticisms 
vf admired painters were, and strange 
to the time as was the basis of his high 
estimate of Turner's landscapes, before 
the ‘‘Modern Paimters’” Was completed 


Ruskin was in fact a leader of his fellow 


men in matters artistics. He taught art- 
ists to “go to nature in all singleness of 
heart and walk with her laboriously, hav- 
ing no thought but how to penetrate her 
meaning.”’ Following his suggestions, 
the preraphaelite school of painters be- 
gan, with such members as Rossetti, Mil- 
lais and Holman Hunt. For England this 
movement meant a raising of its art from 
the slough of ugliness in which it had 
llowed and the setting aflow of streams 

of artistic production yet far from exX- 
hausted. , | 
From painting the genius transferred 
his thought to architecture and started 
to show his countrymen how their homes 
and public buildings might take on great- 
er beauty. His ‘‘Seven Lamps of Archi- 
tecture’’ appeared in 1849 and two years 


later he published the “‘Stones of Venice.” 


| From now on he published at short in- 


tervals essays and volumes of many 
kinds. Always interesting himself with 
art and literature, he turned more and 
more, however, to essays on social ques- 
tions, to vivid arraignment of the life- 
crushing processes of society, of the nar- 
rowness of its ideals and the futility of 
its struggles. In the years following 1860 
appeared tthe essays entitled ‘“‘Unto This 
Last,’”” ‘“‘Munera Pulveris,” “Crown of 
Wild Olives,’ and the essays which, 
grouped togethér as ‘“‘Sesame and Lilies.”’ 
have entranced so many tens of thou- 
sands of homes in many lands. Three 
times he was elected Slade professor of 
fine arts at Oxford, finally resigning it in 
1884. All over England he lectured, usual- 
ly gratuitously, and choosing by prefer- 
ence the laboring classes, to whom most 
of all he liked to appeal. 

From his father Ruskin inherited an es- 
tate of almost $1,000,000, and this he used 
almost entirely to further his interests 
in art and in social improvement. He 
provided for some of his relatives whose 
Keeping he thought was his duty, but 
the greater part of his fortune, and in 
addition all that he peceived from his 
bocks, went to further realization of his 
ideals. He was not one of the men with 
messages who think that when the mes- 
sage is once delivered their consciences 
are clear and they can rest at ease for 
others to do the work. He ibelieved that 
life meant doing things, and he not only 
told the English people how to value the 
various parts of life, but he always tried 
to help them.to do the things of value. 
He believed also in anual labor, work- 
ing all throug’g his life every day with 
his hands and rejoicing in it. 

When he wrote that it was necessary 
to spread the love for art among the 
masses Of the people he followed up his 
advice by giving drawing lessons every 
evening for four years in a night school 
for adults. This was from 1854 to 15858. 
Twenty years later he objected to -the 
intrinsic character of modern iron work. 
No one heeded him, so he quietly went 
to Sheffield, in the iron country, and built 
an art museum for the iron workers, 
placing in it pictures and carvings and 
all the helpful works of art he could get 
together. Made professor of art at Ox- 


ford, in the same way he established an | 


Ce eS 


art museum and endowed it with $25,000, 
giving to it as well many original works 
of art from Tintoretto to Burne-Jones. 
At Brantwood he tried to persuade the 
young men of the dignity of manual la- 


bor ‘by building with his own hands a ity 


tle harbor in the lake. 

As a writer Ruskin had perhaps the 
finest command of prose that any Eng- 
lish writer has ever enjoyed. He started 
with an ornate sty!e, and his pages were 
always rich and full of color, but he 
gradually stripped off all mere adorn- 
ments, saying in mature age that he 
was heartily ashamed of his earlier style. 
He used the simplest Saxon words and 
was always clear and precise and beau- 
tiful. His poetry was of no Mean order, 
but he did little to develop*it, preferring 
not to let his genius work itself into such 
forms. When in 1893 Gladstone offered 
him the poet jaureateship of England as 
successor of Tennyson, the world was 
amazed, but on second thought did not 
disapprove, recognizing the deep poetic 
forces of the man. Ruskin, however, as 
fitted his character and teachings, de- 
clined the honor. 

There remains to be told the sad story 
of Ruskin’s wedlock which throws pa- 
thetic light upon his nobility of charac- 
ter. As a young man he loved art sv 
much that the love of woman seemed 
impossible to him. Yet he married a 
beautiful young Scotch girl whom he met 
one evening at a dance. She was poor 
and of a fine character, and he gave her 
a magnificent home, in which the couple 
lived a happy life, though the happiness 
was not of married lovers. After a time 
Ruskin brought Millais to his home to 
paint the portrait of his wife. The 
painter fell in love with the beautiful 
woman, and the attachment was return- 
ed. Ruskin saw the growing romance. 
He was a man far above petty motives. 
Seeing that his. wife and ‘his friend de- 
pended on each other for their mutual! 
happinegs, he first secured for his wite a 
divorce, and then he quietly wa:ked with 


her to the church in which she was mar- 


ried to the painter. That was.only six 
years after the wife’s first marriage. 
Though the divorce occurred long ago, 
many persons have thought to see in it 
the reason for Ruskin’s melancholic and 
developing insanity in later years, and 
thex point to the strange coincidence— 
they can claim for it nothing more—that 
shortly after Millais’s death Ruskin for 
a time partially regained his shattered 
reason. 5 

Ruskin may not be interred with the 
illustrious host of Englishmen who sleep 
in Westminster Abbey, but no one can 
deny that his memory deserves to be em- 
balmed in that pantheon of the centuries 
in which the memories of Shakespeare 
and Milton, Carlyle and Macauley, 
Browning and Tennyson are preserved 
with hallowed affection. No impure 
thought ever found its way into exis- 
tence through Ruskin’s pen,. nar one 
which in that great day will cause him to 
blush in the presence of the King. 
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ment of Ruskin’s deaht at Brantwood 
come the announcement of R. D. Black- 
more’s death, at his home in Teddington. 
Though far below Ruskin in the seale of 
eminence Blackmore was not without 
high claims to distinction as one of the 
most successful of modern novelists. His 
greatest work was ‘“‘Lorna Doone,” but 
others of distinct merit and wide popular- 
ity have cont from his pen. Below we 
publish the names of some of the az- 
thor’s best known works, together with 
the dates of publication:

Fiven in the name 
of Westnrinster Abbey there s something pro- 
fcourdiy eloquent, miking the neart beund with 
emoticns of ancestral pride and bringing up be- 
fcre the mind’s eye long troops of kings and 
queens, soldiers and eailors, philosophers and 
pocts, statesmen and orators, who have touched 
the zenith of human achi2vement and who, af- 
ter illustrating every era of England's history 
frcm the time of Edward the Conféssor down to 
the time of Victoria, have at last become 
mute contemporaries in one vast hall of si- 
lence and reconciliation.

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Several years have elapsed since Miss 
Mary A. H. Gay’s book, entitled “Life in 
Dixie During the War,” first came fram 
the press, but each succeeding year bas 
only, served to increase its popularity by 
emphasizing its merit as the faithful his- 
torilan of the war period in the south. 
Miss Gay makes no effort to discuss the 
strategic movements and operations of 
the conteadjing armies, but in simple 
style she porirays the picture of home 
life in the south; records its hardships, 
privations and disasters which those at 
home endured while their protectors were 
battling for constitutional rights at the 
fromt, and descrisces the countless pa- 
thetic incidents which make up the his- 
tory of that protracted ordeal. But her 
bcek is not saturated with gloom. She 
has carefully preserved much of the 
humor which brightened up the lng 
aQays of anxisty and suspence like glints 
of sunshine peering through the dark 
clouds. Much of what she has written in 
this book she has taken from her own 
life, setting it forth just as it happened, 
without garnishment or § exaggeration. 
She enjoyed prosperity in the gvod old 
days; and when the war came with the 
ieverses she experienced her first real 
calamities; but she bore them bravely 
end calmly, determined to make the best 
of her sad lot. No one who has lived 
through the dark days of the war in the 
south can read Miss Gay's book without 
living much of the past over again in 
the reminiscent light which it throws 
around them; and those who desire 
truthful and accurate information con- 
cerning th2 status of affairs which ex- 
isted at home in the south can find it 
here. Some of the Most appreciative 
tributes which Miss Gay's book has call- 
ed forth have come from northern men 
who figured in many of the scenes and 
incidents which she describes. Miss Gay 
lived during the war at Decatur, 
where she has since continued to reside.
